Chair Executed 


Two Somber-Visaged 
Men Also Meet Death 
in Feud Slayings. 


COLUMBIA, S. C., Jan. 15.—() 
A chunky, grim-faced woman, the 
first of her sex to be executed by 
the state of South Carolina, went 
calmiy to her death today in a 
triple execution climaxing a three.

chair shortly after 6 a. m. 

The brunette Mrs. Logue dis 
plaved stoic indifference as she 
nadded slowly into the death 
chamber in stockinged feet. A tur 
haned towel covered her shaven 
head and she carried a Bible. 

A lace-edged handkerchief—a 
gesture to femininity—protruded 
from the pocket of an open-necked 
white blouse. She wore grey 
slacks, purchased yesterday at her 
direction for the occasion.

The importance 
of the gathering is indicated by the list of 
speakers, which includes Paul V. McNutt, head 
of the national man-power commission; Wil- 
liam Green, president of*the American Federa- 
tion of Labor; Rear Admiral Clark Howell 
Woodward, representing the Secretary of the 
Navy; Wendell Lund, director of the labor divi- 
sion of the War Production Board; James 
Landis, director of Civilian Defense and many 
others of national prominence. 

The nation is proud of the industrial miracle 
of production which has been achieved since 
the war began. There have been irritating and 
unnecessary stoppages of work in some in- 
stances, but taken by and large both labor 
and management deserve the encomiums of all 
for their patriotic achievements. 

Undoubtedly, however, even greater miracles 
are possible with proper planning and united 
determination and enthusiasm. It is to pave 
the way for these greater miracles that the 
conference has been called. 


To the representatives who gather from

The county, like other local govern- 
mental units, is facing a war-imposed shrink- 
age in revenue. It will, as other local authori- 
ties. have to eliminate every avoidable expense. 
With the added cost of this teacher salary ap- 
propriation contemplated, the need for econo- 
my along the line becomes more urgent. 

Citizens who may be interested in some 
particular project calling for outlay of county 
funds should realize that, until the war is 
over, there will not be one penny to spend on 
anything that can be deferred.

The Coal Strike 

The wildcat strike of anthracite coal miners 
in Pennsylvania is the most serious blow yet 
struck at this nation since the war began. 
With the possible exception of Pearl Harbor 
and Bataan, it is a worse setback to the war 
effort than anything our outside enemies have 
been enabled to inflict. There is strong prob- 
ability that it will cost, in American lives lost, 
more than a major battle. 


Shortage of fuel in the east for heating 
homes and other buildings is already serious. 
Lack of fuel oil had caused many home owners 
to change to coal heat, on the assurance there 
would be plenty of coal. Yet, if this strike con- 
tinues, there will not be enough coal to go 
around. The result will be civilian deaths from 
cold and from the illnesses caused by cold. 


If the strike continues, it will interrupt and 
delay the production of many essential weapons 
for our armed forces, which means many Amer- 
ican boys on the various battle fronts will die, 
unnecessarily. 

It must not be forgotten, however, that the 
striking miners have sons on the battle fronts 
just as have the rest of us. It is inconceivable 
that they would imperil the lives of their own 
without what they judge as imperative reason. 


Westbrook Pegler blames the situation on 
the Wagner Labor Act, in that it places Ameri- 
can workers in the power of the unions and 
their leaders, without protection from exploita- 
tion, with no recourse other than to be the help- 
less pawns of union chieftains. 


The strike began as a Strike against an 
increase in union dues. These dues are collected 
from the miners’ pay envelopes before they 
receive them, by means of the “check-off.” 
Later, the miners demanded an increase in pay, 
but this apparently came as an after thought. 


The War Labor Board is holding hearings 
in Washington. The strike has been vigorously 
denounced by all authorities, including John 
L. Lewis, president of the Miners’ Union, him- 
self. 

Yet the fact remains thousands of the 
strikers have not yet returned to work. Thou- 
sands of tons of coal, urgently needed for civil- 
jan and war use both, are not being mined. 
The situation is a direct stab in the back for 
the nation at war. That it is administered by 
American workers themselves makes it triply 
tragic.

Atlanta can be pretty well ashamed of the 
manner in which last week’s blackout was 
conducted. Particularly those air raid wardens 
who were so forgetful of their teaching and so 
careless of their responsibilities to telephone 
the control center to find out whether or not 
it was a “real” test. And, also particularly, those 
store owners who still have not grasped the 
need of having all lights connected to a single 
outside switch so they may immediately be 
blacked out. 

In the first place, those wardens who began 
calling headquarters were shirking their duty 
to their fellow citizens who would be depending 
upon them in the event of a real raid. Further 
than that, they were violating strict injunctions 
not to use the telephone during a raid alarm 
except in an acute emergency. 

One raid some day may not be a test. Any 
such confusion as marked last week’s blackout 
would add immeasurably to the toll of death 


and damage. 

The leaders of Atlanta’s civilian defense 
must tighten down their organization, weed 
out the incompetent and so order the conduct 
of wardens and civilians there is no repetition 
of disordered telephone barrages to the control 
center and other official points, no continued 
use of automobiles operating with full lights, 
unauthorized or ineffective dimout equipment 
or no lights at all. The ordinances governing 
blackouts provide that these motorists must 
pull to the side of the street and take cover. 
They should be enforced. 

Every member of the CD organization in 
Atlanta would do well to re-examine his 
responsibilities and determine to do the job 
as it should be done.

Berlin Radios ‘Do-or-Die’ Plea 


To Soldiers Trapped in Russia 


NEW YORK, Jan. 15.—(4’)—In 
a special broadcast intended for 
German troops on the Stalingrad 
front, the Berlin radio preached a 
_death-and-duty sermon to Hitler's 
soldiers, it was disclosed today in 
a report to the Office of War In- 
formation. 

The broadcast came on the heels 
of a Berlin German-language prop- 
aganda broadcast intended for Eu- 
ropean continental consumption, 
the OWI said, reporting that all 
Soviet attacks in the Stalingrad 
area “were shattered by the won- 
derful valor of the German de- 
fense.” E 

But the program for the German 
forces was a lengthy admonition in 
which reference was made at least 
twice to soldiers ‘‘who see no sense 
in holding on.” 

Usually the German broadcasts 
for the forces on the Russian front 
play familiar melodies and trans 
mit messages to the soldiers from 
relatives, it was noted. 

The special broadcast, however,

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Storage Stocks 
Of Many Foods 


Show Decrease 


Heavy Withdrawals of 
Perishables Made To 


Meet War Needs. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—(#)— 
The Agriculture Department re- 
ported today that cold storage and 
meat packing plant stocks of most 
perishable foods on January 1 
were materially lower than a year 
ago because of heavy withdrawals 
to meet war and civilian require- 
ments. 

Commodities held in 
quantities included butter, cheese, 
eggs, poultry, frozen and 
beef, meat trimmings, and lard. 
Items stored in larger quantities 
included apples, frozen fruits and 
vegetables, pork, and lamb and 
mutton. 

Withdrawals from storage dur- 
ing December were said to have 
been significantly heavier than 
normal on fruits, vegetables, 
cheese, eggs and poultry. On the 
other hand, stocks of frozen and 
cured pork and lamb and mutton 
were accumulated at a heavier 
than normal rate, due to the fact 
that this is the heavy slaughter 
season and sales for civilian con- 
sumption are limited under gov- 
ernment conservation orders. 

Pork Stocks. 

The department said, however. 
that the increase in pork stocks 
Was appreciably smaller than had 
been expected from the record 
1942 hog crop. 

Stocks f butter were 
low normal on Januray 1, 
only 25,104,000 pounds, as com 
pared with 45,937,000 on Decem- 
and 114,436,000 on January 
l last year. January 1 stocks av- 
eraged 76,624,000 during the 1938- 
42 period. 

Cheese stocks were more nearly 
normal but.far below the record 
stocks of a year ago. They to 
taled 131.806.000 pounds, com.- 
pared with 201,613,000 a year ago 
and 132,859,000 for the five-year 
average. 

Stocks of eggs totaled 2.457.000 
cases, compared with 4,539,000 on 
December 1 and with 3,097,000 a 
year ago. . They averaged 2,770.- 
000 for the five-year period. 

Poultry Storage. 

The department said the poul- 
try storage situation was reversed 
completely during December when 
stocks normally increase. Decem 
ber 1 stocks of 193,263,000 pounds 
dropped to 188,037,000 on January 
l. A year ago they totaled 218.- 
392,000 pounds. «The five-year 
average was 171,002,000. 

Stocks of beef totaled 129,019,- 
000 pounds on January 1 compared 
with 130,454,000 a month ago, 135.- 
478,000 a year ago and 87,720,000 
for the five-year average. Stocks 
of pork totaled 488,333,000 pounds 
compared with 291,841,000 a 
month ago, 468,538,000 a year ago 
and 484,568,000 for the five-year 
average. Stocks of lamb and mut- 
ton amounted to 35,058,000 pounds, 
compared with 26,462,000 a month 
ago, 7.936.000 a year ago and 
4.859.000 for the five-year average.

Pets Can’t Be Choosy—Get 


No Special Meat Provision 
An inquiry from J. C. Wardiaw, of 942 Ponce de Leon avenue, 
who sent in an application for recaps about two weeks ago, brough 
the reply from the Fulton county ration board that 
he may look for action on his application in the next 
week or so. The local boards are faced with a par- 
ticularly heavy amount of work at present, but are 
handling the large number of applications as quickly 
as possible. 
One of the most unusual questions yet to come 
to the Ration Counter was from the owner of a dog, 
who asked what special provision would be made to allow addi- 
tional purchases of fresh beef for the dog after meat rationing 
begins. 

The answer is that no provisions will be made for pets, regard- 
less of how choosy their appetites may be. The owner of the animal 
must either share her own meat with the dog, or find it another 
food, of which there are many that are adequate. 
| Following are more questions and answers about point ration- 
ing, as released by OPA in Washington. 

1. Q. What is going to be done about people who have an excess 
amount of the rationed goods on hand when rationing begins? 

A. Everyone applying for War Ration Book Two will be re 
quired to fill out and sign a “consumer declaration” form stating 
exactly the amounts of processed foods on hand. Book No. 2 will 
have stamps removed for excess stocks, after a moderate allowance 
is made, and this, in effect, will compel the applicant to use up 
these stocks before buying more. Heavy federal penalties can be 
applied to those making a false declaration.

Stamps Not To Be Deducted | 


For Home-Canned Goods 

2. Q. Does this declaration mean that I will have to declare 
the fruits and vegetables I canned at home last fall]? 

A. No, Nothing you have packed at home need 
be declared and no stamps will be deducted for 
these home supplies. It is expected, of course, that 
you will use your home-canned goods instead of buy- 
ing commercial products and thus help your govern- 
ment spread food supplies as widely as possible. 

3. @. There seems to be some question about 
dried and dehydrated vegetables and things like de- 
hydrated dog food. Are these covered by rationing? 

A. No. Only dried and dehydrated fruits—applies, peaches and 
the like are on the ration list. Dry vegetables like navy beans, 
split peas and lentils are not included. 

4. Q. What about chicken soup, canned beef broth, turtle soup 
and other soups made of meat or poultry stock containing few, if 
any, vegetables? 

A. All canned soups are rationed, no matter what their @@ntent. 
But not dehydrated soups. 

o. Q. But why ration all canned soups, why not only those made 
all or largely from vegetables? 

A. Because all canned soups are interchangeable. If we can't 
get one kind we are very likely to get another. If we only rationed 
vegetable soups, a great demand would develop for meat and 


shelves in a very short time. 
6. @. Why is not canned salmon and canned meat included 
the present rationing program?

A. Because ordinarily canned meats and fish are not 
changeably with canned vegetables. The present program was 
tended to cover processed fruits and vegetables. 

7. Q. Will the housewife have to make an inventory 
canned goods by products—so many cans of peas, so many of beans, 
so many of peaches, and so on? 

A. No. She will merely report the total number of vegetables, 
the total of fruits, and the total in the other classifications. 

8. @. Can the housewife use the ration books of all the members 
of her family when she goes shopping? How about the maid who 
is furnished meals? 

A. Yes, she may take along each ration book issued to mem- 
bers of her household, just as she does now in buying sugar or 
coffee with War Ration Book One.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—(4)— 
Public hearings n Edward J. 
Flynn’s nomination to.be minister

|mously by the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Committee today § after 
‘Democratic members had refused 
'to entertain a Republican sugges- 
tion that the committee, in the in- 
terest of wartime harmony, recom- 
mend withdrawal of the appoint- 
ment. 

Chairman Connally, Democrat, 
Texas, announced the hearings 
would begin next Wednesday or 


by the full 23-member committee. 
He will set the date after com- 
municating with Flynn, who has 
called a meeting of the Democratic 
‘national committee for Monday in 
'Chicago to present his resignation 
‘as its chairman. 

| Today’s action was taken at a 
closed session of the committee 
which lasted about an hour. Sena- 
tor Bridges, Republican, New 
Hampshire, who has made charges 
that Flynn is unfit to hold the dip- 
'lomatic post, was called in at the 
outset to present them. He told 
reporters afterward that he had 
‘heard some talk in the committee 
“about getting President Roosevelt 
‘to withdraw the appointment but 
it didn’t get anywhere.” 

| Another senator, 
quoted-by name, said that this sug 
gestion was advanced by Senator 
Vandenberg, Republican, Michi- 
‘gan. He expressed the opinion, it 
was reported, that irrespective of 
‘the truth of any = accusations 
against Flynn his usefulness in a 
diplomatic post had been impaired
